It's me again, be- 
lieve it or not. Don't always listen 
to me when I say things like I'll 
never write again.

It's 
been a long time since my last fanzine 
(three years), so I maybe a little 
rusty. Bear wit h me, O.K.? 

The question I know you'd all 
like answered is: Why ? Why after 
all this time would you want to re- 
turn to writing fanzines? Look, there 
are many reasons and I'll go over 
some of them. First off, I recently 
really started getting back into 
"underground" music. I've always 
kept one foot in it, but I was finding 
nothing new to listen to. Most of 
the bands sucked, hardly any good 
shows to go to and no good fanzines 
to read . Now I don't mean there isn't 
any fanzines (because you'll all 
start naming them), but ones that 
are music-oriented. I got so sick 
and tired of opening every fanzine 
complaining about the world's problems 
I already knew (I'm guilty of the 
same, so...). Many 'zines concentrate 
way too much on this shit and not 
enough on music, which the "fanzine" 
was started for anyways. A little 
politics here and there is fine, 
but . . . and poetry * zines are the 
worst. I won't even get into that. 

With HARDWARE Brett and I want 
to get back to reporting on the music, 
the scene (what little of it there 
is) and maybe a little bitching about 
things that bothers us. We will rag 
on alot. Now that I've found music 
and bands to talk about, that's all 
I want to do. 

No good fanzines.. Oh, I already 
said that one. Another point on 
fanzines though I'm really surprised 
to find that there are like none 
in the N.Y.C. area. I'm puzzled to 

find that two-sheeters like Slug 
and Lettuce and Radio Riot are far 
superior than any 'zine that does 
exist. They exactly what a fanzine 
is supposed to do and more and tell 
it in two pages. There is like no 
effort whatsoever by others. It used 
to be there was always somebody's 
'zine out every couple of weeks, 
now there is nothing to read. 

Also, I'm just bored, the forma- 
tion of this ' zine came at a moment 
of weakness where I admitted I was 
bored. Brett was hounding me for 
weeks, "Let's do a 'zine, let's do 
a 'zine." I was like, "Man, it's 
not worth it." or "I have no time!" 
I realized I had plenty of time. 
I'm busier than I used to be but 
I do have time to do this stuff. 
So at a Rorschach show at Jon Hiltz's 
while folding covers for Native Nod's 
record, I announced that there would 
be a new fanzine coming out from 



Brett and I. Brett was like "Alright!" 
Mat Gard (Radio Riot Editor Of Excel- 
lence) said "Yeahi". Then I said 
to myself, "Did I just say that?" 
Well, the wheels were in motion. 
Now I have to do it. With a partner, 
I'll be motivated. No problem. 

Another thing is that I do like 
to write about music. I don't play 
an instrument or have any talent 
vocalizing, so all I get to do is 
listen to music and bitch how most 
of it sucks. Writing gets my agres- 
sions out. People who don't know 
me (or have any of my past stuff) 
will probably be shocked at my 
frankness. I don't hold back. If 
I think a band or record totally 
blows, I say so. I know people that 
have some of my past record reviews 
memorized and can recite them on 
command. (Don't ask me why?) 



So those are basically the reasons 
for starting up another 'zine. It's 
alot of work, but, I can hack it. 
I just wish others would do some- 
thing. Don't sit back, because believe 

me, it's boring. I must thank Brett 
big time for constantly bitching 
at me about this shit. Now let's 
get down to business, shall we... 



SCME THOUGHTS . . . 

On CD's: 

This is probably the hardest 
piece I have to write because I'm 
going against what I wrote about 
in the past. Yes, for the last year 
I've been buying CD's. I know, I 
know... "CD's Suck", I wrote it, 
me, I did. It's a long story so... 
I came to a point in my life where 
alot of the music I listen towas 
not being pressed on vinyl in this 
country. Imports were way too 
expensive ($18.00 for a U.K. album). 
What do I do? My first thought was 
"O.K. I'll buy cassettes". Now, out 
of the three formats, cassettes are 
the absolute worst. They don't sound 
right and are too fragile. After 
about 20 cassettes, I was like fuck 
it, let me look into (Horrors!) CD's. 

I thought about it a long time. 
Why did I hate and despise CD's so 
much? It came down to not the format 
itself, but the distaste for the 
industry. They just forced the CD 
down the public's throat and I really 
took offense to that. 

As a format, it's really not 
that bad. Major changes in quality 
have been made in the past few years. 
It's easy to find tracks quickly, 
blah, blah... Now believe me, I still 
buy vinyl (and a hell of alot of 
it, too.) I don't buy hardcore on 
CD (some things are sacred) but, 
my musical tastes go beyond that. 
Pop vocals, jazz and movie sound- 
tracks sound fantastic on CD. Also, 
there are alot of things coming out 
of Japan that I want that are only 
on CD, so I'm stuck. I made my 
decision and will take the flak. 



Don't think I'm dropping $15.00 
on a CD everytime, either. Another 
factor in my decision is that there 
is a large used CD market. I rarely 
buy anything new, when I do it's 
usually $11-12 dollars. (Japanese 
Cd's cost about $30, so it all pretty 
much evens out.) A bad thing about 
the used CD market is the prices. 
Because CD's cost so much in the 
first place, people getting rid of 
theirs demand a high price, in turn 
the store has to jack up their price. 
Average cost of a "new release" used 
is $7-9 unless it is something not 
being pushed by the companies (records 
would be $4-6). Now the record 
industry wants to crack down on used 
CD's because it cuts into their 
profits. Oh, boo-hoo! It's because 
they are raising prices again. (They 
got rid of the long box, you'd think 
the price would go down a dollar 
at least!) 

Well, that's my story. CD's aren't 
the greatest, but, as technology 
progresses and the world moves on, 
they'll be a part of our lives. Buy 
vinyl when you can, you can buy CD's 
now how about an article "Cassettes 
Suck" by D. Koenig?!? 



In response to the letters and 
talk about Born Against 's "close 
call" with the distribution company 
Dutch East India, all I have to say 
is: Sam and Adam, go fuck yourself. 
I don't care even if you didn't go 
through with it. Just the fact that 
you even considered it, is the issue. 
Shame, that Born Against is so big 
now. Shame, Sam, that you pissed 
jyour inheritance away so you can't 
afford a large pressing of the new 
record. And it's a crying shame that 
I you don't have us suckers anymore 
to assemble your records.

Why get mad at everybody shitting 
on you for it? You & Adam did the 
same to bands before in the same 
situation? What goes around comes 
around. 

So you guys aren't going to go 
through with it, so how are you going 
to press your record with no cash, 
huh? Oh, I forgot. You went on tour 
and sold a tape of the new record 
for $5. Came back with a tidy sum, 
didn't you. Wallah! New Bom Against 
release! So I bet you hope the same 
suckers plunk down another $6-$7 
to buy the vinyl. More money, maybe

them. 

Sam (and Adam, you're included 
in this) after your columns on the 
European tour and this DEI deal. 
I've come to one conclusion: Born 
Against is full of shit . I can't 
even bring myself to listen to the 
records anymore, I'm so disgusted 
with you. I heard you guys are moving 

away, good the further away the 
better. You don't contribute anything 
here anyway. 

I know some people might view 
this as a personal attack, but, it's 
the fucking truth, ask anyone around 
here. We stopped being fooled a long 
time ago, so Sam and Adam please 
hang it up already. Your days of 
glory are over... 

Why is everybody making such 
a big deal about the Riot Grrrl 
movement? Personally, I think it's 
a good thing. I've always been 
supportive of equality, women's rights 
and issues. Many of my friends and 
I wish more women would get involved 
in the music scene. I don't see why 
anybody should be intimidated at 
shows. If you want to dance or get 
up front, just do it. I remember 
this girl who went to shows and 
stagedived like no tomorrow. Don't 
ever let anyone tell you you can't, 
because you are a woman. 

Many of the bands that are "Riot 
Grrrl" kick. Bikini Kill, Huggy Bear 
and Bratmobile are just some of the 
groups who got me reinterested in 
underground music. They just play 
good tunes, period. I don't care 
what their gender is. (Even though 
some of these "grrrl" bands have 
boy members.) 

One thing which I think is wrong 
though is these "girl only" shows 
that I've heard about. There was 
a Hole/Huggy Bear show like that 
in England and not many people showed 
up. I don't think separatism is the 
idea here, equality and acceptance 
is. 

Remember, this is nothing new. 
There have always been these bands 
and ideas, it's just now somebody 
put a label on it. And labels tend 
to ruin things. Don't let it get 
out of control or people will make 
a mockery of it... 

Yes, the rumors are true... I 
go to dance clubs now. I haven't 
done it since I was 19 and the days 
of the Saint and Danceteria. I had 
forgotten how much fun it is. No, 
I don't go to raves. I go to places 
where they play actual songs, not 
just one continuous hum. 

Clubs like Ward 6, Think and 
London are pretty happening. There's 
always a lot of people there who 
are just interested in having a good 
time. Nobody fucks with you, 



everybody's of J doing their own thing. 
I enjoy it. 

Sure it's like a meat market 
some times and people smoke and drink 
way too much. (The only major drawback 
I can see.), but, it's relaxing and 
fun. The places mentioned basically 
play Gothic, New Wave and Industrial 
music. I have always liked those 
kinds of music, so I feel right at 
home. 

Believe me, sometimes I just 
want to get out and let loose. It's 
a lot better than going to shows where 
there is alot of violence and major 
attitude. Maybe some of you should 
loosen up already and go. Maybe you'll 
surprise yourself, you might like 
it too. . . 

May 28th, 1993: This is probably 
the last thing I write for this issue. 
For the last two months, Brett and 
I have been putting together this 
fanzine. I really think it's a good 
one. You may think this is pompous, 
but most fanzines around really bite. 
I mean, ever since we started this 
thing up, I have been looking at 
other 'zines to see what is being 
put out. It seems to me that people 
don't take the time on it or don't 
care what their 'zines look like. 

The first issue didn't take as 
long or wasn't as hard as I thought 
it would be. Only like an hour a 
day basically. It's good to have 
a partner working on this because 
he keeps me in check. That's good 
though. Otherwise, I might go crazy 
and it might have a Laura Dern pic- 
ture on the front cover.

First off, is it worth the money? 
Yes! Absolutely! Burkhard Jarisch 
has done an exceptional job in com- 
piling a comprehensive U.S. hardcore 
discography.

Here's how it's set up. The first 
couple pages explains his system 
of reviewing records and all the 
information on how to understand 
the book. From their on in, it's 
just countless record reviews (from 
the year 1 978 to the present ) .

On March 27th, my friend Leah 
and I went to the Knitting Factory 
to go see Belly and Velocity Girl.

On April 2nd was the 2nd day 
of NYU's Independent Music Fest, 
which in reality is a A & R dream. 
Get to see all the up and coming 
bands at once and be lazy for the 
rest of the year (or 'til the Mew 
Music Seminar rolls around in the 
summer ) . A few of my friend ' s bands 
were playing this thing and a few 
others I wanted to check out. 
Stephanie bitches to me on a non- 
stop basis that I never go see her 

band The Shireking Violets. They 
were playing with a couple of other 
bands I was going to see, so I went 
down to the Lion's Den (a rock bar 
nightmare, Must to avoid) to see 
her band. 

Well, The Shireking Violets are 
just not that great. I think they 
play their instruments well, but 
nothing is going on. Maybe in time, 
I told her. Plus the sound guy (who 
thought he was soooooo important) 
kept telling the guitarist to turn 
down. The Aguanettas were next and 
totally cranked. They have that up- 
dated late '60s psychedelic pop sound 
with great vocals. If they hook up

Now they just 
stood there and tried to look cool 
while the band (if you want to call 
them that) played. They also has 
glow sticks by the gross which they 
threw out to the audience. It was 
hysterical, even though I liked the 
music. I would buy their record, 
but the live presentation is just 
laughable. 

The next night (April 3rd) I 

was waiting for because one of my 
favorite band Sam Black Church was 

going to make one of their rare N.Y.C. 
appearances. I was looking for a 
pass and got one off Will (Medicine 
Man) who couldn't make it. Since 
there was a couple of hours 'til 
showtime, I hooked up with Stephanie 
and went to the Knitting Factory. 
I wanted to see Chia Pet and she 
wanted to see the Pineapples (It 
was a Kokopop sh owcase) . 

We get there and find out that 
both bands were playing much later. 
So we decided to watch the next band 
and then catch Sam Black Church. 
Good thing we did because Drizzle 
were really good. They were like 
Velocity Girl with '70s CBGB's over- 
tones and a girl singer whose voice 
was alot like Debbie Harry from 
Blondie. All in all, a great sound 
and good songs. I was hoping their 
7" was out (Kokopop is a singles 
label.) but was told it wasn't out 
yet. I really want to see them again. 

Thus Stephanie and I head up 
to the Continential to see Sam Black 
Church. I should have stayed to see 
Chia Pet because SBC wasn't going 
on 'til 12 Mid. Sex Pod played, they 
sucked. So I took a short walk and 
picked up the latest NME. Came back 
and realized what a fucking shithole 
this place is. 99% of the people 
there are smoking and drinking, like 
you couldn't even breathe. Most of 
the crowd wasn't even there for the 



show, mostly Long Island jock-types 
getting loaded. So just waiting for 
Sam Black Church to play was hell. 
Little did I know the worst was yet 
to come. 

Just after midnight, SBC came 
on and started playing the absolute 
shittiest set I've ever seen them 
do. This coupled with the fact it 
was getting even more crowded with 
losers made me up and walk out. i 
couldn't take anymore. 

The following week on the 12th, 
I headed into the city to buy records 

Joe tells me Sticks And Stones are 
playing the Continental at 8:00 for 
free. I'm like, "I'm not going back 
to that shithole." Joe says not too 
many people should be there, so come 
and go. I say O.K. why not? 

This time it was a little better. 
Sticks And Stones came on and played 
a rousing set. Then I started to 
notice things. There was these two 
guys, drinking of course, just 
standing and acting like this was 
just another bar band. You know the 
type, total fucking loser. There 
is just no way to enjoy a band at 
the Continental. Even with the limited 
amount of people there, you still 
couldn't breathe 'cause of the smoke. 
I turned to Joe and said, "Bye!" 
and left. I really don't see myself 
going back to this place, even though 
there are many bands I like playing. 

May 7th was Velocity Girl at 
Maxwells. I was prepared to put up 
with the bullshit that goes on in 
that place because I really wanted 
to see VG. We (Rich and I) got in 
Hoboken like an hour before showtime 
just to find parking. To those who 
don't live around here, Hoboken is 
one big parking lot that is at full 
capacity at all hours. Double parking 
is a normal occurrence. Anyway, we 
finally get to Maxwells, pay, get 
our hands stamped, etc... I saw a 
couple of people I haven't seen in 
years and the topic of conversation 
was records . 

First band up was Desire who 
were very college radio rock. Thought 
they were boring. Place filled up 
then for the Swirlies from Boston. 
I don't know, I was trying to find 
something to like about them, but 
couldn't. Nothing clicked. To me, 
they sounded like The Breeders (who 
I like). Mike said they're like My 
Bloody Valentine. Well, maybe if 
I hear their records, I can get a 
better perspective on them. People 
really seemed to like them. 



A little later, Velocity Girl 
came on. From the start, they seemed 
much more at ease then at the Knitting 
Factory show I first seen them at. 
I guess the crowd here was for them. 
They played great (even though the 
P. A. totally sucked, turning much 
of it into buzz) and the crowd adored 
them. A girl gave Sarah flowers and 
she ate one and spit it out. I dug 
that. Velocity Girl are just one 
of the best bands around these days, 
see them if they play in your area. 

Notes about the crowd: Remember 
how oversized jeans were all the 
rage? Well, guess what it is now? 
Backpacks. Can you fucking believe 
it? Backpacks slung really low is 
like the cooooooolest thing to wear 
now. I'm sure that they are actually 
in use too... Oh, Jesus, everytimel 

think I ' ve seen everything . 

Oh, I really got a kick out of 
these three girls trying to get in 
after the show was sold out. They 
were like, "...but it's like Velocity 
Girl!! We just have to see them! 1 ', 
acting like this was the backstage 
door of an arena. My friend was like, 
"Oh, cry me a fuckir.' river!" It 
was pretty funny. I saw them around 
inside, so I guess the guys at the 
door thought they put on a good enough 
show for them. 

The next week (14th), Belly was 
playing N.Y.C. again before they 
fly out to England to play a festi- 
val. My friend Leah wanted to go, 
so I got tickets. I never been to 
the Academy before, of course I was 
bracing myself for the worst. Didn't 
work, though. The place got me more 
pissed off than a swatted-at bumble- 
bee. It's been a long while since 
I've been at a show this size 
(2,500+). Cavernous is the word. 
Too many losers in one place defi- 
nitely spoil my time. Smokers, 
drinkers, drug users and of course 
backpack wearers were out in droves. 
Where the fuck do they all come from? 
Is this the "alternative"? I just 
don't see it. 

Anyway, (whew! ) the opening band 
was Scrawl. I've seen their records 
around, so I wanted to see them and 
maybe I'd like them. Alas, no. They 
are pretty boring. Maybe if their 
songs were shorter, it sort of drag- 
ged. The crowd, of course liked them. 

Utlra Vivid Scene were next. 
They really suck. Lots of psychedelic 
guitars, retro- look and sound. This 
band is on 4AD? A little out of place 
The crowd, of cour se liked them 

Belly came on then with the stage 
lit up like a Christmas tree. Lights 
were all over the drums and amps. 
It was a big contra st from the tiny 

Knitting Factory to this massive 
stage. They had fun though, running 
and jumping around. I really wanted 
to enjoy them, but circumstances 
beyond my control prevented it. (read:! 



the crowd sucked ! ) Even when the 
music stopped, people were still 
passing people over the crowd. I 
mean any band (or pre-recorded 
cassette) could have been on and 
the crowd could have done the same 
calculated thing. Belly were good, 
but, it was better at the smaller 
venue. Remember what I said before, 
see them while there's still time. 
I really don't want to go to big 
shows like this anymore, I can't 
handle it. Leah bought a pin that 
read "I hate people". That pretty 
much summed it up for me. 

4-17-93 Old Cambridge Church: Boston, 
Mass. 

Something has to be said for the 
place this show was held at: it seems 
to be a great place to see a band. 
It's really big and it actually has 
a stage, as small as it was, which 
is truly a rarity these days. I 
think the door price was $7 or $8 
which is generally a little high, 
but for 8 bands it's pretty good. 

As for the bands, I guess this 
is the state of straight edge hardcore 
in the early '90's. And as much 
as it kills me to admit it, it sucks 
pretty bad. These kids just come 
off as pretty uninformed. I was 
alerted to the fact that nobody around 
Boston likes Slap Shot anymore because 
"... they ' re too old school , and 
they're more punk anyway." All I 
have to say to that is: "?". And 
what the hell is "Holmslice"? I 
think it's a record label or 
something, but I've yet to see a 
Holmslice record. But apparently 
they have sold plenty of shirts. 
This really reminded me of an Anthrax 
show circa the late '80's except 
for one major difference: I liked 
the bands back then. 

The first "band" that played was 
called Prohibition. As far as I 
could tell they were a joke band. 
Just to let you know how bad they 
really were they played "Straight 
Edge Revenge" and I could barely 
identify it. It was absolutely 
criminal that people had to sit 
through that shit. Up next: Never 
The Less, a local band, I think. 
There's not much to be said about 

them. 

Strife, from California, played 
next and the place went crazy, 
although I couldn't tell you why. 
I thought they were boring as hell. 
Then N.J. favorites Mouthpiece played. 
I guess they were the best out of 
those bands, but that is not saying 
too much. Incidentally Strife and 
Mouthpiece must have sold about a 
billion shirts at $10 a piece.

played next and they were good. 
Needless to say a lot of the crowd 
was outside or somewhere but that 
is their problem. Then Rorschach 
played and what can be said about 
them? They're good. Ok, I'm 
prejudiced. . 

Now by this time it was like 
12:30AM and a lot of people left, 
I guess it was bed time, but Endpoint 
played anyhow and they were pretty 



good. I probably would have liked 
them much more if they played earlier 
while I could have kept my eyes open. 

And finally, to round things out, 
were Four Walls Falling, and I don't 
care what time they would have played 
because they sucked. Thankfully 
this ended around 2:00AM. That is 
just too much for me to absorb. 
And, of course, there was a huge 
fight during Mouthpiece that ended 
up on our record table. It figures.

RECORD COLLECTING By Matthew Gard 

Record collecting. This has become 
kind of a stigma in the hardcore 
scene. A lot of people see it as 
pretty useless and chessy. I can 
see this. Price gouging and an end- 
less slough of new labels attempting 
to make instant collectibles by using 
gimmicks made things pretty bad. 
Stores like Venus and Rockin' Rags 
have made things really bad as well, 
with their super high prices for 
mostly un-rare stuff. But they can 
keep their vinyl. They won't have 
my money. For a while, record 
collecting became the hobby of the 
rich kids, who would spend $300 on 
vinyl without batting an eyelash 
(Venus wouldn't have such high prices 
if no one would by their wares. These 
kids would.) But record collecting 
has become a new animal. Sure there 
is still the rich posi-youth with 
plastic, but theirs is a dying breed. 
For a lot of people, the real thrill 
is not how much you spend. In fact, 
a skilled collector can obtain 
anything by trading, lcokinq and 
waiting. Going into Vintage Vinyl 
and dropping $20 for a piece for 
a piece of wax doesn't do it for 
me. The record has no meaning to 
me besides the money I spent. But 
when you hunt down the stores, dili- 
gently combing the used bins, or 
when you answer the ads in 'zines, 
or find the ex-hardcore kids and 
buy from them what you come away 
with has so much more meaning. Sure 
you spent money, but the object of 
your search has greater value. It 
represents the time and energy one 
spent looking for the thing when 
you hold it in your hand. Getting 
the goody and getting it by heavy 
brain use instead of wallet use always 
feels good. Plus there is the added 
| oft-looked bonus of taking the damned 
thing home and listening to it. You 
know as well as I, there's nothing 
in the world like good music. Damn 
straight. 

The fact that collecting isn't 
cool anymore has its good and bad 
points. On the good, a lot of kids, 
in search of quick money have decided 
to drop their hordes on the greedy 
public. Sometimes you can get some 
really rare cool shit. But sometimes 
these kids expect a lot of dough 
for their goods. They still remember 
when kids wouldn't think twice about 
spending $50 on the Crippled Youth 
Ep. They think you are trying to 



scam them when you explain that this 
no longer the case. Another quirk 
is that there is less kids buying 
vinyl. That means less competition 
at the conventions, as well as dealers 
and stores realizing they can't get 
big bucks for their shit and selling 
it pretty cheap. Another cool bit 
is that stores like Reconstruction 
in N.Y.C. are popping up. they sell 
good shit for what its worth. After 
all, all it is is cool wax. 

Finally, record collecting can 
be a fun and satisfying hobby, as 
long as one doesn't lose control. 
Vinyl fever can take over. The 
symptoms are a depleted bank account, 
as well as lost friends, due to one 
coveting or stealing their vinyl, 
or ignoring them to search for it. 
As long as one doesn't get this bad, 
one is in pretty good shape. Overall, 
vinyl collecting is a hobby and a 
sport, and a really fun one at that. 
When one doesn't go to far with it, 
no one can tell you the fun you have 
isn't cool. Fuck them. Happy hunting.

I have a bunch of good stories 
about getting rad shit for little 
or nothing. One comes to mind. I 
rode on my bike really far in the 
rain one day to check out an out 
of the way record store. I was mostly 
disappointed. But I did come home 
with a couple of things I liked, 
nothing too special. I did, however, 
in the back corner of the store, 
find an old HxC record. The big-haired
